Sleeping Sickness Vaccination 


NOTE from Lt. Col. Edwin N. Hardy, chief 
A of the Remount Division in the office of the 
quartermaster general at Washington, is a re- 
minder that breeders of Thoroughbreds will soon 
be faced with the necessity of making a decision 
whether they will vaccinate their horses again this 
year against sleeping sickness. 

Colonel Hardy informs us that plans are being 
completed for again vaccinating all the animals in 
the Army. Last year, he adds, 24,000 animals in 
the Army were vaccinated, and not one of them 
had an attack of encephalomyelitis. Considering 
the fact that these horses and mules are so widely 
distributed over the United States, this record 
should provide encouragement to breeders of 
Thoroughbreds who may have some lingering 
doubts as to the efficacy of the new vaccine. 

We judge, from various comments we have 
heard, that vaccination of Thoroughbreds will not 
be as thorough in 1940 as it was in 1939. Several 
trainers and owners feel that some of their fail- 
ures of last year could be blamed upon the ill ef- 
fects of vaccination. Others, noting the low inci- 
dence of the disease last year, are more inclined 
to take a chance. 

Both of these considerations, in our opinion, are 
outweighed. The number of instances of “re- 
action” after vaccination was very small, and 
nearly all such reactions apparently were due to 
some technical difficulty which, with greater care, 
might have been avoided. A few reactions ap- 
parently resulted from faulty vaccine; this is a 
powerful stuff and very new, hence neither the 
manufacturing houses nor the veterinarians may 
be said to know everything about it as yet. Dr. 
E. A. Caslick, resident veterinarian at A. B. Han- 
cock’s Claiborne Stud, had two adverse reactions 
before he learned to hold the vaccine phials up to 
the light and tell the difference between the good 
ones and the bad ones, and afterwards had no 
further difficulty. There may be a few horses 
which are more susceptible than others to the 
foreign proteins of the vaccine, and which would 
show a more pronounced reaction to the normal

dosage. But in the main, where reactions oc- 
curred, they were unimportant and soon over. 

As for the fact that the disease was compara- 
tively scarce last year, this is rather an argument 
for vaccination than against it. If, with vaccina- 
tion fairly general, the incidence had not been 
greatly reduced, one might have entertained rea- 
sonable doubts of the efficiency of the immunizing 
agent. But if vaccination should be greatly cur- 
tailed in 1940, and if weather conditions should be 
favorable for the spread of the virus, a great in- 
crease in the incidence of the disease would be 
probable. At present it appears that immunity 
produced by the egg vaccine is not altogether ef- 
fective after a year. 

‘rhe fact that the Army, with almost twice as 
many horses as appear on American race tracks 
in the course of a year, is pleased witu the re- 
sults of its first universal vaccination and is plan- 
ning to repeat for 1940 should carry considerable 
weight with Thoroughbred owners wavering be- 
tween vaccination and taking a chance. 


No Claiming of 2-Year-Olds 


HE article by James Fitzsimmons in THE 

BLoop-HORSE of January 2% has attracted con- 
siderable attention to the problem of claiming 
races, admittedly one of the most difficult prob- 
lems of the American Turf. Taking Trainer Fitz- 
simmons as his text, Columnist Clem McCarthy, 
one of the most thoroughly grounded commenta- 
tors on racing, advances the following suggestion: 


Why not do away with all claiming events for 2-year- 
olds? Secure agreement by racing secretaries at all 
tracks ... other than half-mile ... not to program a 
single overnight or stakes race of the claiming kind. 
It could be done; our experienced and leading secre- 
taries are quite capable of conditioning satisfactory 
races without any claiming clause. 

That would permit the patron of sales and breeders 
to race his youngsters without fear of having them 
“grabbed” on him the moment they show promising 
trials or races ... before he has had any chance to get 
a return on his investment—which is a considerable 
one. ... 

Get results on the 2-year-old situation, Sunny Jim, 
then we can go after the claiming problems of the 
owners of older horses. 


Is any racing secretary willing to announce that 
he will run a meeting without claiming races for 
2-year-olds ?

Life Sentences 


OMETIMES I think that being ruled from the 
Turf for life means for the life of the mayfly. 
A racing writer whose reliability I have every 
reason to respect once told me he found, while dig- 
ging out the history of a rather well known horse- 
man, that his subject had been ruled off nine 
times. He is still in good standing. Commis- 
sioner H. J. Anslinger, head of the Federal Nar- 
cotic Bureau, tossed a withering remark in my 
direction last month, to the effect that he saw 
where Ivan Parke, who was once convicted on a 
narcotic charge, was now racing a stable of horses 
somewhere. I thought this over for a while and 
said yes, the infield at Hialeah Park was probably 
the most beautiful in the world. I know of in- 
stances, myself, when men have been given two 
60-day sentences for stimulation of horses, de- 
spite the fact that the racing rules of most states 
call for a heavier penalty for second offenses. 


A letter came to THE BLOOD-HORSE last week, 
not particularly intended for publication, I sup- 
pose, but probably worth presenting for consider- 
ation. The name of the writer is not published, 
for obvious reasons, but it is that of a profes- 
sional man who seems at least entitled to his own 
classification as an “average layman.” The let- 
ter, and you won't like it: 


As of this date will you kindly stop my subscription 
to your very fine magazine. 

I wish to assure you that my discontinuance has 
nothing to do with my liking for your publication, and 
I hold your editorial policy in highest esteem. The 
reason? Merely, that as long as I retain my present 
opinion of the Sport, I will pass it up. 

I am not sufficiently affluent to maintain a stable of 
my own. Neither have I gone overboard in my betting, 
to the extent that I was injured more than I could af- 
ford. I consider any losses well justified from the en- 
tertainment angle alone. 

That should pretty well classify me in your eyes. 
Let's say I am an average layman. My interest in racing 
dates back to the beginning of Santa Anita Park, and I 
frankly confess that for a time I wondered “where rac- 
ing had been all my life?” What I am trying to get 
across is that never did I get as much enjoyment out of 
anything as I did racing. That is. as long as I was 
convinced it was on the level. Of course I was not 
childish enough to believe that there weren't isolated 
cases of dishonesty, nor that I failed to appreciate the 
ideals of such men as Vanderbilt. etc. My first real 
doubt as to the integrity of the Sport came from the 
high places; i. e.. the reinstatement of Don Meade (and 
I know what you thought of it). 

Surely baseball has received universal commendation 
for the expulsion of the “Black Sox.” Surely racing 
could have learned something from men who have as 
much at stake as individual horse owners. The obvious 
conclusion was that they did not dare make the ex- 
pulsion permanent. 

Then, there was the entrance of the political angle in 
California. As long as we look for genius at a pittance. 
we can expect our city and state officials to have the big 
mitt in evidence. 

Lastly, this layman is an animal lover—probably on 
the fanatical side. and the constant running of. ill- 
conditioned horses is a cross I will let racing bear, with- 
out any financial aid from me. 

And that is that. I don’t expect this dissertation to 
rebuild racing to my pattern, but with the Sport as it 
is, then I say, Quote—To Hell with It—End Quote. 


This is the sort of thing you can either shrug off 
or think about. The first is easier, the second 
probably better for racing. 

The tenant of these columns carries no banners, 
white or otherwise. Personally, if anyone cares, 
the Meade case suited me very well, as I have

what, of letting twenty pass and stoning the 
twenty-first. There is no fragment of a reason, 
as far as I can see, for picking out one individual, 
now and then, and kicking the daylights out of 
him to prove you are alert and vigilant, while 
other offenders are being “suspended for the 
meeting’”’ when the meeting is in its last week. 
From the same point of view I once worked about 
an hour on the Florida Racing Commission, when 
it was trying to enjoy a jai alai game, trying to 
explain the justice of licensing a trainer whose 
application had been refused because he had been 
convicted of a narcotic violation. 

But that racing is laxly administered almost 
everywhere is practically beyond dispute. At 
even the best race tracks riding is strictly on the 
hell-for-leather side, with only minor penalties for 
obvious fouling. A foul which draws a disqualifi- 
cation must be committed inside the quarter-pole, 
and anyone who goes racing at all can recall 
many cases when stewards have recognized a foul 
by setting down a rider, but have failed to dis- 
qualify his mount. In a great many states any- 
one who is not being actively sought by the FBI 
can get a license as trainer, stable agent, or some- 
thing, and I really question if anyone breaties 
with soul so dead that he can't get a license some- 
where in the United States. 

I am very far from agreeing with the writer of 
the letter I have quoted. That there is dishonesty 
in racing everyone knows, and it would be very 
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strange if race tracks remained small islands of 
virtue in a naughty world. At any place where 
s9 much money moves about so openly there will 
be deceit and fraud. It goes on about as briskly 
under a domed roof as under a walking shed. I 
doubt, rather seriously, that if all present trainers 
and owners could be removed, and replaced with 
men from any commercial profession, whether 
pank presidents or greengrocers or state senators, 
there would be any less hanky-panky in next 
Wednesday’s racing. 

That isn't exactly the point. The real point is 
that in any other business of any magnitude, 
there is a pretty strict sort of supervision, an en- 
forced set of rules, and when a bank president 
gets out of line he usually gets out of current cir- 
culation as well. In racing there is not a strict 
supervision—not uniformly strict, I mean-—and 
when anyone gets out of line he gets fined, sus- 
pended for 60 days, or for a mayfly’s life. 

Racing has an obligation to police itself and the 
plain facts are that it is not living up to it very 
well. It had better not try to stake its existence 
on having a fresh crop of suckers at the necessary 
intervals. It cannot stake its existence on the 
group which knows it inside and out and finds the 
sport, when the balance is struck, to be worth fol- 
lowing, for that group is too small. Its per- 
manent support will have to came from people 
who know it a little, like it a lot, and have confi- 
dence that their interests are being protected.

Coronado Town Plate 


Among the other novelties with which Agua 
Caliente sprinkles its racing, lest patrons tire of 
seeing cheap platers in 12 races a day, is the 
Coronado Town Plate, in which the riders are 
women. The race was run February 4, victory 
going to Cloud d’Or, ridden by Mrs. Anna Lee 
Wiley, wife of a trainer at Agua Caliente and sis- 
ter to the former jockey, Hank Mills. It sur- 
prised no one, for Cloud d’Or was perfectly suited 
by the muddy going, and Mrs. Wiley is an adept 
rider, frequently exercising her husband's horses. 
Babe de Freest, who occasionally doubles in West- 
ern films for heroines who ride badly (including 
Mae West!), was second on Dandy Vale. The 
race, at six furlongs, was run in 1:14!;. 

Reporters drew a very pretty picture of the 
occasion. But after six furlongs of flying mud 
the field must have been something to look at 
after it came back.

Sales in Argentina 


Instead of yearling sales, such as are usual in 
the United States, Thoroughbred breeders in Ar- 
gentina sell their ‘‘productos” as 2-year-olds each 
spring (autumn in the northern hemisphere). 
According to the December number of Turf y 
Elevage, there were 802 2-year-olds sold last year 
for a total of 4,081,700 pesos, average 5,089 pesos 
($1,170, counting the peso at 23 cents). Of the 
‘S animals sold for export, 12 were for buyers in 
the United States, most of them for the account 
of Charles S. Howard, owner of two famous Ar- 
gentine-bred horses in *Kayak II and the dead 
*‘Sorteado. Mr. Howard paid the highest price of 
the entire sales series when he paid 34,000 pesos 
($7,820) for *Diafano, son of Congreve, sire of 
*Kayak II. The 12 horses bought for the United 
States brought a total of 181,000 pesos ($41,630).

Iroquois Male Line 


HAT happens to male lines is a matter of 

intriguing interest to many students of pedi- 
grees. In a recent issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE 
Gregory E. Dodd did a very good job of laying 
down a principle on the subject. He thought that 
the extreme popularity of a line weakened its 
chances of survival as a male line. I am quite 
willing to agree with him, and have advanced a 
similar argument myself. The more thoroughly 
the pedigrees of a country become saturated (sat- 
urated is not a good word, but it will do) with a 
certain strain, the more likely it is that a different 
strain will appear at the top of the best pedigrees. 
Thus, Herod and Godolphin Arabian played the 
principal roles in building early Thoroughbred 
pedigrees, but it was the Eclipse line which rose 
to the top. American pedigrees of the period fol- 
lowing the Civil War were so full of Lexington 
that the Lexington male line disappeared like a 
burnt-out meteor. In England the same thing 
happened to the Galopin-St. Simon line. 

But these ancestors, Herod, Lexington, St. 
Simon, have exerted far more influence in the 
middle of pedigrees than they could have through 
male lines. 

Whether the *Teddy male line will disappear as 
did some of the others, and as Mr. Dodd suggests 
it may, is not a matter for very confident predic- 
tion, however. Neither is it a matter of great im- 
portance. No male line has any value per se. 
In Thoroughbred breeding it is individuals which 
count. The whole game is to discover the individ- 
uals which are prepotent for racing class. If any 
rule is discovered it will be a nebulous thing at 
best, with only a very slight ana unconvincing 
bearing upon the decision of a breeder about to 
select a mate for a mare in 1940. 

There is, nevertheless, a consuming interest in 
the fortunes of male lines. That interest, I sus- 
pect, is based largely on sentiment, and with senti- 
ment there can be no quarrel. My first interest 
in Wise Counsellor came out of the fact that he 
seemed the last hope of the Hanover male line. 
If the Hanover male line were flourishing today 
the American Turf would be no better for it, but 
somehow we would like to have it with us. We 
are still proud of the fact that the so-called Amer- 
ican lines of Ben Brush, Domino, and Fair Play 
are still going strong, despite the fact that it has 
been imported blood which has kept them going, 
and despite the further fact that they are not 
very American anyway. In England they are 
still publishing “letters to the editor” in which the 
fate of the St. Simon line is bemoaned and the 
hope of its recrudescence is advanced. 

In this spirit is a letter received recently from 
Frank Butzow, a Chicago reader who earns a liv- 
ing by writing about political subjects and escapes 
from politics by studying Thoroughbred pedigrees. 
He is interested in the Iroquois male line, wants 
to know what has become of it, has a faint idea 
that if it is still alive there might be something 
of an attempt to bring it back to prominence. 

“T’ve toyed with the idea for a long time,” he 
says. ‘Perhaps you'll call it a daffy notion, and 
perhaps it is, but please don’t strangle my brain- 
child too cruelly if you lay violent hands on it. 
Some years ago while doing some press-agenting 
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paranoia very much... . Even if it’s paranoia, I, 
like the aforementioned dizzy dame, enjoy it.” 


Mr. Butzow knows the Iroquois male line a 


great deal better than I do, for he enclosed the 
following summary of the male-line descendants 
of the only American-bred winner of the English 
Derby:

I am publishing Mr. Butzow’s list just as he 
sent it in. If there are any living representatives 
of the line I know nothing of them. Perhaps 
some reader will be able to report one or two 
such herses. But, for all practical and theoretical 
purposes, we may as well consider the line of 
Iroquois to be dead. 

For that matter, the line of *Leamington, sire 
of Iroquois, is also dead. There are two or three 
survivors in South America, the descendants of 
Eddie Jones, an exported son of Morello, son of 
*Leamington, but none of their progeny is likely 
to return to North America and revive the 
dynasty. (Morello stood in California, died early.) 

*Leamington stood in the United States from 
1866 through 1878, left a numerous progeny, got 
many high-class sons, led the sire list on four oc- 
casions. Why did his male line disappear so 
rapidly ? 

Well, the Estesian explanation is that it just 
happened, that it needs no explanation. The per- 
petuation of any male line is principally a matter 
of chance. For the most part a male line is 
handed down through a single-file succession of 
sons. It is a matter of extreme rarity for a 
prominent sire to hand on his prepotency through 
two sons. So all that is necessary to account for 
the disappearance of any line is to account for the 
failure or lack of performance on the part of his 
best son, or his two or three best sons. For in- 
stance, if Fair Play had gone to the stud in 


I told a certain Hollywood actress she was nuts 
and she calmly informed me she enjoyed her 
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Georgia, if Domino had died a little earlier thap 
he did, if the dams of Broomstick and Sweep had 
not been bred to Ben Brush, the three great 
“American” lines might not be with us today. 

In the case of Iroquois, his best son was Tam. 
many, which, despite the fact that he was owned 
by Marcus Daly, cannot be said to have had much 
of an opportunity for distinction as a sire. The 
fact that he spent his stud life in Montana ang 
Pennsylvania was enough explanation, as _ the 
odds against extreme success as a sire are enor- 
mously increased by separating him from the 
more important breeding areas.

Out of non-starters: Bonnie Breeze, Cockerel, 
Connaught, Devil’s Crag, Domkin, Downy Pillow, 
Fenelon, Imprudent, Loreby, Maecaro, Polymelior, 
Scotias Pride, Sassy Mate, Shirley G., Tay Sweep. 

On a percentage basis the tabulation given 
above is about normal. About one out of eight 
stakes winners was produced by a stakes-winning 
mare. About one out of four was produced by a 
mare than won stakes or was placed in stakes. 
About one in two was produced by a good winner, 
a classification which perhaps includes about 15 
per cent of the producing mares in the country. 

However, three of the year’s best colts, Bime- 
lech, Roman Flag, and Rough Pass, and the year's 
best filly, Now What, are out of mares which 
raced without winning, and the year's second best 
colt, Andy K., is out of a very moderate winner. 

Classifications of this sort are never to be swal- 
lowed whole. If a mare shows class in the racing 
charts, it may be accepted as a demonstrated fact 
that she had class. But if she fails to reveal rac- 
ing class, it cannot be set down as a certainty that 
she was devoid of it. As for instance, in the cate- 
gory of non-winning dams above, three of the 
mares listed as non-winners started only once 
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each, two others started only twice, one other 
started only three times. Star Fairy, the dam of 
Fairy Chant, is also included here as a non-win- 
ner; but she had good class, placing six times and 
racing regularly against horses of stakes class. 
Andy K.’s dam is set down as a cheap winner, but 
she started only twice and was unsound. She was, 
I suspect, a potentially high-class mare but for 
her infirmity. 

The list of stakes winners out of mares which 
did not start bulks rather large in the tabulation, 
as slightly better than one in five comes in this 
category. How this compares with the proportion 
of non-starters in the general equine population I 


don't know, though I am certain that there are a. 


good many more non-starters than there are 
mares which win, or place in, stakes races. Even 
at that the non-starters make a very good show- 
ing. 

From this fact it might be assumed that well 
bred mares which never raced would be excellent 
prospects for producing good horses. I suppose 
they would, after a fashion. But—here I get back 
to my old preachment—the best test for probable 
breeding value in a broodmare is her racing class. 
When that test fails, as it does many times, or 
when it is not applied at all, there is nothing else 
to take its place that is half as efficient. 

For instance, there were 15 2-year-old stakes 
winners of 1939 out of mares which never started. 
Only five or six of these mares could be classified 
as genuinely well bred, by the fashionable stand- 
ards of the day. Bonnie Breeze’s dam is by Joe 
Blair, second dam by Leonid, third dam by Ser- 
pent. The sires of Domkin’s first three dams are 
Dominant, Thunderer, and Greenback; of Downy 
Pillow’s, Nonpareil, *Martinet, and Dr. McBride; 
of Imprudent’s, Grey Lag, Peter Pan, and Hermis; 
of Loreby’s, *War Cry, Sweep, and *Masetto; of 
Maecaro’s, General Roberts, Reformation, and 
General Roberts (yes, that’s right); of Scotias 
Pride's, *Rivetter, Abe Frank, and *Woolsthorpe; 
of Sassy Mate’s, High Time, Dalhousie, and 
*Knight of the Thistle; of Shirley G.’s, Horron, 
Cesarion, and Falsetto; of Tay Sweep’s, King 
Heather, Palo Alto, and Borgia. 

I might use Andy K. here as an example again. 
His dam, Alice Foster, has been one of the best 
broodmares in the country, for she has produced 
two top-flight horses in Mr. Khayyam and Andy 
K., each the best horse got by his sire. But if her 
racing performances did not reveal her value in 
advance, certainly her pedigree did not. She is by 
*Pataud out of Semprite, by *Sempronius out of 
Ignite, by *Woodlands, and neither *Pataud nor 
*Sempronius nor *Woodlands adds prestige to any 
pedigree. 

You will find many good broodmares without 
racing class. But I don’t think you will discover 
the rule for finding them. They just come along.

Brother Against Brother 


The second race at Hialeah Park February 6 
brought the rather unusual circumstance of the 
meeting of two full brothers. W. F. Mannagh’s 
Billy Bee, an 8-year-old, and Bomar Stable’s 
Noble Boy, a 6-year-old, were both by Jean Val- 
jean—Under the Rose, by Sand Mole, and were 
bred by J. O. Keene. Billy Bee, though he was 
fifth choice in the betting, won rather easily, but 
the best Noble Boy could do was get a half-share 
of fourth place, dead-heating for that position 
with Court Counsel. 


FLORIDA 
Hialeah Park 


OST important races at Hialeah Park last 

week, as far as indicating prospects for the 
richer events yet to come at the track, were those 
for 3-year-olds. The results were well calculated 
to increase the estimation in which Mrs. John M. 
Branham’s stallion *Man O’Night, standing near 
Gallatin, Tenn., is held. On Tuesday a six-fur- 
long race for 3-year-olds, including a number of 
Flamingo Stakes eligibles, was offered, with Wil- 
lie Crump’s Royal Man, by *Man O’Night, win- 
ning easily by three lengths. On Saturday the 
Atlantic Purse, a $1,200 event for 3-year-olds at 
seven furlongs, drew six starters, of which five 
are in the Flamingo Stakes. Two sons of *Man 
O’Night, McKay and Sullivan’s Nightland and 
Shady Brook Farm’s Connaught, ran first and 
second into the last sixteenth, then Woolford 
Farm’s Prompt Pay got up to split them. Night- 
land won by a head, and Prompt Pay was a half- 
length ahead of Connaught at the finish. Prompt 
Pay, an Insco colt which is his owner’s hope for 
a third straight victory in the Flamingo Stakes 
on February 24 (Lawrin in 1938, Technician in 
1939), had 117 pounds, was giving 11 to Night- 
land and nine to Prompt Pay. 


On the financial side, Hialeah Park is having 
a merry time. On February 7, with a bad track, 
there were only three starters in one event, five 
in two others. In the first case there were no 
place or show pools, in the latter two there were 
no show pools. Even so the betting went to 
$507,637. On February 9, racing was held to 
raise funds for charity, and the betting sailed 
to $573,160, and it was estimated that about 
$60,000 had been realized on the day. Jockey 
Jack Flinchum, doing his bit for charity, did him- 
self good by riding four winners. On Saturday, 
February 10, the betting rose to $710,357, and the 
daily average for the first 28 days of the meeting 
is now about $485,000. With the best part of its 
racing to come, it seems quite likely that the 
daily average will pass $500,000. 

Racing during the current week will be fea- 
tured by the running, on February 17, of the Mc- 
Lennan Memorial Handicap, a $10,000 event 
which will be an important test for the Widener 
Handicap on March 2. There were nearly 80 
nominations to the event when it closed last No- 
vember 15. A good many are not on the grounds, 
a number of others have been withdrawn. Chal- 
ledon, it was announced last week, will not start, 
the bad weather at Columbia, S. C., having held 
back his training, and it is not altogether certain 
that he will be available for the Widener Handi- 
cap. Gustave Ring’s Lady Maryland was also 
declared out last week, her poor showings this 
winter having caused her connections to give her 
a long rest. The Chief seems a probable starter; 
Belair Stud has Olympus and *Bosley eligible; 
and others which may start are Easy Mon, Dolly 
Val, Sir Damion, Xavier, Mythical King, Tech- 
nician, and Unerring. 

The duel between Apprentice Jack Flinchum 
and Jockey Eddie Arcaro for riding honors got a 
little one-sided last week. With his four winners 
on February 9, and a double on February 10, 
Flinchum ran his total to 30, while Arcaro, who 
also got a double February 10, had but 24. But 
Arcaro got another February 12, while Flinchum 
did not add to his total. 
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Everglades Stakes 


It had been expected that Louis B. Mayer's 
Painted Veil, apparently the best 2-year-old filly 
which has yet carried silks in Florida this winter, 
would be entered for the Everglades Stakes 
($2,000 added, 2-year-old fillies, three furlongs) 
at Hialeah Park February 10, and that the Blue 
Larkspur filly would not have a great deal of 
trouble winning it, as her connections insist she 
can run three furlongs in 11 seconds each. But 
sometime earlier Mr. Mayer promised his friend 
Nicholas Schenck that he would lease Painted 
Veil to Mrs. Schenck to run in the Miami Jockey 
Club Invitational Dinner Stakes on February 22, 
and a victory in the Everglades Stakes would have 
left her ineligible to that race. So Painted Veil 
was not entered, and a field of seven went to the 
post, with Maemere Farm’s Maegay (119) by Gay 
Monarch, and Maemante (116), by Ariel, forming 
an entry favored at 9 to 10. 


Jockey Alfred Robertson jumped Red Mantilla 
(116), owned by Mrs. Hugh Good, of Rochester, 
N. Y., into the lead when the start came, and 
though she swerved out slightly he kept her in 
front. Maegay, also breaking well, was bothered 
slightly when the leader swerved, was bothered a 
little more when her stablemate bumped her from 
the other side. The Flying Heels filly, showing 
fine speed, drew out to lead by three lengths at the 
eighth-pole, with Maegay and Maemante second 
and third as named. In the last 70 yards Red 
Mantilla was willing to quit, but Jockey Robert- 
son wasn't, and he kept her going to win by a 
neck from Maegay, with Maemante a length 
farther back. W. E. Boeing’s Chance Cut (119), 
a Chance Shot filly, was fourth, a length and a 
half away. In order followed Patricia A. (114), 
React (114), and Our Florence (114), the latter 
a first-starter by Balladier. Time, :22%5, :344;, 
track fast. Stakes division, $2,740, $400, $200, 
$100.

$26,548, including the Belgrade, Arrow, Seneca, 
Olympic, and Newtown Stakes. Folderol won in 
England and also produced the winners Twaddle 
(also producer), Spring Station, Dougherty, Glee 
(also producer), and Fiddlesticks (also placed in 
stakes), and the producer Amora. 

Except for Glanford, winner of the 1935 Claren- 
don Plate ($1,240), Red Mantilla is the only 
stakes winner from her family in the last 12 
years. But the family once produced such racers 
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as Belle of Runnymede (Alabama Stakes), the 
stakes winners Mr. Clay, Hoodlum, Mission (dam 
of Messenger), and the great race mare Miss 
Woodford. 


Increase at Tropical Park 


The first Tropical Park meeting this season 
was a huge success for operators, with the pari- 
mutuel turnover about $1,000,000 ahead of that 
of the corresponding meeting a year before. For 
the second meeting, opening March 4, a consider- 
able increase in distribution has been announced, 
with several stakes events added to the program, 
and a daily average distribution of about $7,800, 
as compared with a daily average of $7,105 at the 
second meeting last year. The 1939 average, 
however, represented a drop from the 1938 aver- 
age, which was $7,563 daily. The purse minimum 
will be $800 (it was $700 during the first meet- 
ing), with four races each day given higher en- 
dowments. 

Six stakes, all closing March 1, will be offered. 
The Tropical Handicap, a $10,000 event for 3- 
year-olds and up at 11,, miles, heads the pro- 
gram, and the other races are events run in pre- 
vious years as overnight affairs. They will range 
in value from $2,000 added to $3,000 added, and 
may hold some of the better horses in the South 
until the close of the meeting, April 10. The 
stakes: 

Mar. 9 Pan American Handicap, $3.000 added, 3-year- 
olds and up, six furlongs. 


Mar. 16 Orange Blossom Stakes, $2,000 added, 2-year- 
old colts and geldings, four furlongs. 

Mar. 13 Royal Palm Handicap, $3,000 added, 3-year- 
olds and up, one mile and 70 yards. 

Mar. 30 Viscaya Stakes. $2.000 added, 2-year-old fillies, 


four furlongs. 

Apr. 6 Coral Gables Spring Handicap, 3-year-olds and 
up, six furlongs. 

Apr. 10 Tropical Handicap, $10,000 added, 3-year-olds 


Trainer's Honors 


Ben A. Jones, who trained for Woolford Farm 
last year and this season has Calumet Stable’s 
horses, won the trainer’s award for the first 15 
days of the Hialeah Park meeting. But Herbert 
M. Woolf, owner of Woolford Farm, seems to 
have made a successful replacement, as the prize 
for the second 15 days is likely to go to his pres- 
ent trainer, Ross O. Higdon. On February 12 
Higdon picked up nine points with a first, two 
seconds, and a third, and leads with 29 points. 
Mose Shapoff, who won the feature of that day 
with Mar Le, is second with 23. Kirby Ramsey 
is third with 20, J. Downs fourth with 18. Not 
entirely eliminated from a chance at one of the 
first three places are G. Brooks (17), G. E. Phil- 
lips (16), and George Tappen and Ben Jones, 
each with 15 points.

Superior Knowledge 


When Santa Anita Park barred Richardson C. 
Scott from the grounds, Scott entered suit against 
the track, set forth in his action the statement 
that he had “developed such a superior knowl- 
edge of the racing game” that he was making a 
living by wagering, and was thus cut off from his 
business by the track’s action. Santa Anita, 


which recently settled for $3,052 a claim which 
once could have been adjusted for $37.50, re- 
scinded its ruling without court action.

Santa Anita Park 


HE dwindling pari-mutuel turnover at Santa 

Anita Park picked up a trifle last week, and 
through February 9, the first 26 days of the 
meeting could show a betting average of $527,148, 
against an average of $585,488 for the first 26 
days last season. The comparison is not an exact 
one, for in 1939 Santa Anita had a five-day rac- 
ing week, instead of the present four-day ar- 
rangement. If Tuesdays were taken from the 
1939 figures, the average would be considerably 
higher. 

One of the highlights of last week’s racing was 
the long delayed appearance of Seabiscuit. He 
finished a moderate third to Heelfly, which was 
going on, and Sun Egret, which was coming back. 
The onetime handicap champion raced soundly, 
however, and presumably should improve off the 
race. 

The Saturday card was featured by the San 
Vicente Handicap, a race not entirely truly run. 
The winner was Milky Way Farm’s Gallahadion, 
a *Sir Gallahad III colt which his owner bought 
from the R. A. Fairbairn consignment at Sara- 
toga in 1938 for $5,000. Though his stablemate 
Tough Hombre did not run much of a race, he 
had won at seven furlongs earlier in the week 
and suffered bad luck in the San Vicente. The 
two successes seem to give Milky Way a good 
chance at the Santa Anita Derby February 22. 

All the other races of the day except the open- 
ing event for 2-year-olds were under claiming 
conditions, as the track does not seem to have 
quite as many high-class horses to fill its better 
events as it did in previous seasons. The juve- 
nile winner, getting his second win in two starts, 
was Loma Rica Rancho’s Gold Pomp, a Pompey 
gelding bred at Morven Stud, Charlottesville, Va., 
and sold at Saratoga last August for $800. 


San Vicente Handicap 


On February 7 Milky Way Farm's Tough 
Hombre and Gallahadion came out for a seven- 
furlong race, in preparation for the San Vicente 
Handicap ($10,000 added, 3-year-olds, one mile) 
of February 10. Gallahadion got in close quarters 
several times and had to be eased back, finally 
finishing seventh, but Tough Hombre went on to 
a fairly easy victory. Both were started in the 
San Vicente, with an unwieldy field including 17 
others. Five horses had to be started from out- 
side the gate, and it took six minutes to get them 
away. 

Mrs. W. C. Stroube’s Exarch (113), by Green- 
ock, broke to the front, and Neil S. McCarthy’s 
favored Augury (122) started second. The filly’s 
saddle slipped immediately after, however, and 
Jockey L. Knapp lost ground and position while 
getting balanced again, though he was still in 
third place after a quarter-mile. Red Chip (121), 
one of those on the outside of the gate, was kicked 
by Exarch at the post, and he was never a con- 
tender. On the first turn Loreby (105) was shut 
off completely, and Tough Hombre (120) was 
bumped hard and forced very wide. But Gal- 
lahadion (113), ridden by Basil James, had got 
a good position going to the first turn, and he 
moved up steadily, was fourth behind Exarch, 
H. C. Hill’s Sweepida (107), and Augury after a 
half-mile, with the leaders rather closely bunched. 
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James kept Gallahadion going, and he man- 
aged to head the Sweepster gelding turning into 
the stretch, as Exarch fell back to third. Sweep- 
ida fought back, however, and had again taken 
the lead at the eighth-pole, Exarch still holding 
on in third place. In the run to the finish Gal- 
lahadion came again, drew out to beat Sweepida 
a length, and Exarch, making up a little ground, 
was a head farther back in third place. L. B. 
Mayer's Sir Jeffrey (116), never worse than fifth, 
got into fourth place at the end, a half-length be- 
hind Exarch, a head in front of Augury. In order 
followed Blue Suit (113), Ardenell (106), Son of 
War (112), Valdina Star (108), Maestro Sascha 
(112), Royal Crusader (114), Mioland (120), 
Polymelior (109), Sun Pharos (117), Red Chip, 
Tough Hombre, Sky Dog (106), and Loreby. 
Time, :22%, :46%, 1:11%5, 1:3845, track fast. 
Stakes division, $11,650, $2,000, $1,000, $500.

Gallahadion, foaled at Mr. Fairbairn’s Fair- 
holme Farm, near Winchester, Ky., on March 31, 
1937, was sold to Milky Way Farm for $5,000 at 
Saratoga in August, 1938. He did not win last 
year, but had scored two victories at Santa Anita 
Park this winter. He has started 11 times, won 
three races, finished second three times, and has 
earned $13,780. Countess Time did not race. She 
had but one other foal, her first, of racing age 
through 1939, this being Sir Time, winner at two 
and three, 1939. *Breathing Spell is also dam of 
the winners Busy American (Blue Grass Stakes 
and sire), Sir Thomas (17 wins through 1939, 
second in Futurity), Seventh Inning (three sea- 
sons), Resting Time (also dam of four winners, 
including the stakes winner Trey), Sun Hawk, 
The Tattler (also second in Debut Stakes), Royal 
Light, Gallant Lass (also producer), and Lovers 
Chat, and the producers Interlude, Hurry ‘Long, 
and Hurry Home. *Romagne won and produced 
nine winners, including Sunny Man (Saratoga 
Special, United States Hotel, Whirl Stakes), and 
several producers, from which descend the stakes 
winners Jelwell, Dark Magnet, Chancery, Chanc- 
ing, Rabican, and Donatello. 


Threats from the Governor 


Those who believed that State pressure on Cal- 
ifornia race tracks had reached its maximum 
when Santa Anita was forced to schedule six 
“charity” days for the benefit of the State treas- 
ury, in order to get any acceptable dates at all, 
had a new high mark to look at February 6, when 
Governor Olson issued an unmistakable threat 
that if California tracks opposed his plan to in- 
crease the State’s share in the take-out, they 
would be punished with unsuitable dates. 

So high-handed was the Governor's attitude 
that reporters at his press conference were pretty 
sure they hadn’t heard correctly and made him 
go over it again. The previous night Chairman 


Turner had told the Assembly Committee on Rev- 
enue and Tax that a representative of Santa Anita 
Park had told him that the California Horse Rac- 
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ing Board (apparently functioning as a tool of 
the governor) had warned officials of the track 
not to appear before the committee at the hearing. 
When Governor Olson was asked about this, he 
said he hoped the Board had done it, continued, 
“It is not very becoming for licensees of the State 
to come up here and try to defeat revenue meas- 
ures that the State needs. If the Board hasn’t 
told them, I would like to.” He went on to say 
that if tracks opposed the measure, the Board 
should consider any such opposition when it comes 
to deciding who should get the dates and licenses 
for racing. 

Committee members were a little mad about it 
all, and ordered track officials and the chairman 
of the Board to appear before them at a later date. 
Chairman Edward R. Young, of the Racing Board, 
said he was puzzled about the report, that he 
hadn’t told anyone not to appear. 

Governor Olson is not the first, nor the forty- 
first, public official to urge burdensome taxation 
to redeem the promises which got him elected. 
But he seems the first to refuse to admit the old 
race track maxim, that the loser is always entitled 
to a squawk. 

On February 9 Chairman Young was not so 
puzzled. He appeared before the Committee on 
Revenue and Taxation, and denied that the Board 
had instructed Santa Anita’s representatives to 
stay away from the hearing, and when his atten- 
tion was directed to Governor Olson’s statement, 
said the Governor “had a right to speak for him- 
self.” 

He testified further that the State would take 
6/41 of the gross profits of Santa Anita Park’s 
pari-mutuel turnover, instead of the six “char- 
ity’ days which had at first been planned. He 
denied that the “charity” days were in effect a 
move to obtain the additional revenue from rac- 
ing which the 1939 Legislature refused to grant, 
but he said the proposal of the six charity days 
“originated with Governor Olson and not with 
me.”’ Since Santa Anita Park has been bitterly 
opposed to Governor Olson, and would as soon 
give him the grandstand as six voluntary char- 
ity days, the committee could hardly have ac- 
cepted this, and had read into the records a letter 
from Earl Gilmore, president of the Hollywood 
Turf Club (which seems to have been mulcted as 
well as Santa Anita Park), saying that “the rac- 
ing board made it perfectly clear we had to give 
charity days” before racing dates were granted. 
Gilmore further charged that official pressure 
had been exercised in forcing acceptance of dates 
and other conditions by the Racing Board. 

Chairman Young was asked if Norman Church 
had influenced the Racing Board in its actions, 
and answered that Mr. Church had not. 

But by the end of the session Chairman Young 
was taking the recoil from the volleys the gover- 
nor had fired at Santa Anita and Hollywood 
Parks. So he said that he would turn in his 
resignation to the governor as soon as someone 
could be found to take his place. He was, he 
said, “tired of the whole business.” 


Seabiscuit's Showing 


The road back, for Thoroughbreds which have 
broken down, is an extremely difficult one, but 
the first attempt this year of Charles S. How- 
ard’s Seabiscuit, if not all that had been hoped 
for, was at least not entirely discouraging to his 
connections. On February 9 he came out in four 
bandages, for his first start since February 14 
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last year, in a seven-furlong race in which the 
speedy Sun Egret, and the not especially pre. 
dictable Heelfly seemed the chief competition, 
He had 128 pounds in the saddle, giving 10 to 
Heelfly, 13 to Sun Egret, and more to the other 
five in the field. 


He was away rather well, but was hemmed 
against the rail, and Red Pollard had to take up 
a little to keep him off the heels of the horses in 
front. He got through on the rail into the stretch, 
and with a furlong to go went into third place, 
with Heelfly getting to Sun Egret three lengths 
ahead of him. He went on steadily, but gained 
little on the leader, Heelfly winning by a length 
from Sun Egret, Seabiscuit two lengths farther 
away. But he gave a decisive beating to the 
others, which included Arigotal (107), No Com- 
petition (105), Our Mat (110), and two others, 
The race was run in the fast time of 1:23, and 
Trainer Tom Smith seemed pleased with the 
showing. 

The race did little toward proving that Seabis- 
cuit was regaining his best form, but it did indi- 
cate that he was sound for racing. And it added 
$200 to his earnings, which now total $341,080, 
with Sun Beau $35,664 ahead. 


Santa Anita Derby 


The victory of Gallahadion in the San Vicente 
Handicap February 10 made him a strong candi- 
date for the $50,000 added Santa Anita Derby 
which will be run February 22, and Milky Way 
Farm’s other starter, Tough Hombre, which won 
a good race last week, was bumped out of the 
race on the first turn, indicating that the stable 
has a good hand. Neil S. McCarthy’s Augury, 
which has probably the best 3-year-old per- 
formance of the season to show, was run out of 
the money, but it was later discovered that her 
saddle had slipped at the start. Red Chip, an- 
other of which something was expected, was 
kicked at the start. 

Others given a chance at the big race include 
Son Altesse, Camp Verde, and C. S. Howard's re- 
cently purchased Mioland, though he did nothing 
in the San Vicente. Last week California news- 
papers estimated the gross value of the race at 
$70,075, with $52,575 to the winner, but this was 
predicated on 25 starters at }»500 each, and it 
seems unlikely that the field will be that large. 
The electric starting gate holds 18 horses, and if 
more than that number appear the old style of 
barrier will have to be used. 


Boat Race 


Wild Rose Farm’s Sir Lancelot was the favor- 
ite for the second race at Santa Anita Park 
February 9, with Jack Westrope in the saddle. 
After the race, in which Sir Lancelot finished 
fourth, the chartmaker for Daily Racing Form 
wrote: “Sir Lancelot, probably easily best, was 
taken back repeatedly in the early running, then 
went to the middle of the track in the stretch 
and was generally weakly handled.” Santa Anita 
stewards apparently considered it more than 
weakness, suspended Jockey Westrope for the 
remainder of the meeting, denied him privileges 
of the grounds for the term of the suspension, and 
refused him permission to ride in any stakes, in- 
cluding the Santa Anita Derby and Santa Anita 
Handicap. 

While their hand was in, stewards fined Jockey 
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W. Dennis for letting his mount bear out in the 
same race. Apprentice K. Randall, who recently 
rode his first race, got his first suspension, of five 
days, for shutting off several horses, still in the 
same race. On the same day F. Maschek got 10 
days for coming over on the field in the fifth race. 


Handicap Prospects 


*Kayak II set Santa Anita Park clockers and 
possibly owners of some of the Santa Anita Han- 
dicap prospects in a dither February 7 by work- 
ing a mile in 1:37%5, and going on to finish 14% 
miles in 1:5135. Seabiscuit, though he did not 
win his start last week, ran an even race and 
seems to be sound, and in the light of his known 
class when at his best must be considered a real 
threat, so that the Charles S. Howard entry seems 
the strongest for the 1940 Santa Anita Handicap. 
Heelfly has won his last two starts, beating Sea- 
biscuit in his latest one. Whichcee, not out re- 
cently, beat *Kayak II at a mile early in the 
Santa Anita meeting. *Don Mike won one of the 
$10,000 stakes at the current meeting. Sun 
Lover, which has been reported as working well 
(mile in 1:41, 14% miles in 1:55%5 on February 7), 
has not yet seen competition at the track this 
winter. 

These seem the class of the handicap, with 
some 15 others regarded as possible starters, in- 
cluding *Beautiful II, Specify, Viscounty, Teddy 
Kerry, *“Vino Puro, Can’t Wait, Wedding Call, 
Hysterical, *Ras Taffari, War Plumage, Vain Bo, 
Best Beau, Flying Wild, Big Ben, and Tough 
Hombre, the latter two being 3-year-olds. It is 
not impossible that some horse not named here 
may start, but if it does it will be a surprise. 
Some are almost certain to go out, and the start- 
ing field may not exceed 12 or 15. 


Leaders at Santa Anita 


Though his Augury was beaten off in the San 
Vicente Handicap February 10, Neil S. McCarthy 
continued to lead owners at Santa Anita Park 
through that date, his Thoroughbreds having 
earned $23,300. Milky Way Farm, whose Galla- 
hadion won that event, advanced into second 
place with earnings of $21,400. William Ziegler, 
Jr., was third with $13,300, and though Circle M 
Ranch horses earned nothing last week, the stable 
was fourth with $13,100. Binglin Stock Farm 
was fifth with $12,900, and was followed in order 
by A. C. T. Stock Farm ($11,950), Circle S Stable 
($11,250), Foxcatcher Farm ($10,300), and Mills- 
dale Stable ($9,400). 


Dunne to Hollywood Park 


It was announced February 10 that Francis 
Dunne had been engaged as racing secretary for 
the Hollywood Park meeting this summer, from 
May 30 to August 3. Mr. Dunne, who acts as 
assistant to John B. Campbell at all of the New 
York tracks and at Bowie, will be given a fur- 
lough from his New York duties during the Holly- 
wood Park meeting.

W. L. BRANN’S good race mare Savage Beauty, 
by *Challenger II, will be bred to Pilate this 
Spring. 
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Death of J. W. Parrish 


A prominent and successful breeder and owner 
of Thoroughbreds was lost to the Turf February 
11, when James Ware 2 
Parrish died at his home : 
near Midway, Ky., short- 
ly before noon. Mr. Par- 
rish, who was 77 years 
old, had been in declining 
health for several years. 
In September, 1937, he 
fell and suffered a hip in- 
jury which caused him to 
be confined to his home 
for several months and 
restricted his activity af- 
terwards. 

Mr. Parrish, born (May 
8, 1862) and educated in 
Woodford County, lived 
there virtually all his life. 
His first endeavors were 
in farming and the pro- 
duction of livestock of all 
sorts, and he was con- 
spicuously successful. In 1912 he organized a 
bank in Midway, was its president until his death. 

One of the first Thoroughbreds of much account 
which Mr. Parrish owned was Midway, foaled in 
1914, which he purchased from his breeders, the 
Clay brothers, and which won $45,268 for him, in- 
cluding the Kentucky, Clark, Saranac, Washing- 
ton, and Merchants’ and Citizens’ Handicaps, Na- 
tional Stakes, and Louisville Cup. Midway, by 
Ballot, was retired to the stud at Mr. Parrish’s 
farm, and got a number of successful racers, the 
best being Percentage, which won $42,187 for his 
owner. 

Another prominent factor in the formation of 
the stud was Rolled Stocking, by Pennant, which 
Mr. Parrish bred and raced. Rolled Stocking won 
$66,195, including the Latonia Championship, In- 
augural, Enquirer, and Douglas Terrace Handi- 
caps, and then was sent to the stud. Mr. Parrish 
bred most of his own horses, and the best horses 
he had in recent years, such as Knee Deep, Proph, 
and Dellor, were the second or third generation of 
his own breeding. 

Among his broodmares were Mary Belle (dam 
of Rolled Stocking, Isaiah, etc.), Gossip Avenue 
(dam of Percentage and Dellor), and *Escarpol- 
ette (which produced the stakes winners Alyssum, 
Depression, and Howard, and never had a foal 
which won in fewer than three seasons). During 
his later years one of Mr. Parrish’s chief pleasures 
was to be driven over his farm, looking over his 
broodmares and their foals. 

Mr. Parrish usually selected the names of his 
horses by his own special methods. Some re- 
flected current trends and events, such as Rolled 
Stocking, Depression, Slouch Hat, and New Deal. 
Some were named for members of his family, as 
New Baby, Popo, Momo; Tomaro for his nephew, 
Tommy Roach; and Howard for J. Howard Rouse, 
husband of one of his nieces. Cold Check, Stock 
Market, and Percentage, of course, reflected his 
banking interests. Others were more whimsical, 
such as Dellor (by Rolled Stocking), which is 
“rolled” spelled backward, and the unguessable 
Pameiob, which was composed by taking the first 
letter from each word in “Putting All My Eggs in 
One Basket,” the approximate title of a song pop- 
ular when the horse was named. 

Mr. Parrish is survived by his widow, the for- 
mer Lilly M. Stone, a brother, Isaac W. Parrish, 
and several nieces and nephews.

Experiment at Jamaica 


HE stakes program which will be offered at 
the Jamaica meeting this year duplicates that 
of 1939 except in two particulars; the Stuyvesant 
Handicap, a $3,500 stakes for 3-year-olds at six 
furlongs has been replaced by the Experimental 
Handicap, also for 3-year-olds at six furlongs, but 
with a $5,000 endowment, and the distance of the 
Wood Memorial has been increased from a mile 
and 70 yards to 114, miles. 

For many years John Banks Campbell, racing 
secretary for all the New York tracks, has pub- 
lished a handicap of the 2-year-olds at the end of 
each season. It has been matter for interest and 
argument, nothing more. But the 100 2-year-olds 
of 1939 which were assigned weights in last fall's 
handicap make up the eligibles to the Experi- 
mental Handicap, and starters will carry the 
weights which Mr. Campbell set last fall. Bime- 
lech tops the handicap with 130 pounds, with 
Carrier Pigeon, Andy K., Roman Flag, Calory, 
Dit, and Flight Command among the heavier 
weights. The handicap from which eligibles will 
come was published in THE BLOOD-HORSE of last 
December 16, page 776. 

Nowhere except in New York would the Experi- 
mental Handicap be a stakes race, because no sub- 
scription is required except a $100 starting fee. 
The race is thus an overnight race, but in New 
York a race may be a stakes race and an over- 
night race at the same time. 

Nominations to the other six stakes close March 
4, and the Wood Memorial Stakes, also a 3-year- 
old test, with $20,000 added, heads the program. 
The Paumonok, Excelsior, and Jamaica Handicaps 
provide opportunities for older horses, and juve- 
niles have their chance in the Rosedale Stakes 
(for fillies only) and Youthful Stakes. 

No dates have been set for the stakes, as dates 
for New York tracks are being held up pending 
action on the various pari-mutuel measures under 
consideration at Albany. But New York tracks, 
as far as their stakes announcements indicate, ap- 
parently assume that the order this year will not 
vary much from that of 1939. 


OHIO 
Date Schedule 


HE Ohio State Racing Commission, after a 

meeting at Columbus February 9, announced 
a tentative schedule of dates for 1940, said it 
would hold another session February 15, at 
which track operators must either accept or re- 
ject the dates which are offered them. The 
schedule, which presents several anomalies, fol- 
lows: 


Track Opens Closes Days 
Beulah Park April 20 May 18 25 
North Randall May 4 June 8 31 
Thistle Down July 2 August 17 41 
Bainbridge August 24 September 7 13 
River Downs August 24 September 14 19 
Beulah Park August 31 September 21 19 


The dates which Beulah Park received are 
those it had applied for, and so presumably are 
those given to Thistle Down, Bainbridge, and 
River Downs. But North Randall had asked for 
a 35-day meeting opening May 25 and closing 
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July 6. The present schedule, by altering this 
arrangement, leaves Ohio virtually without rae. 
ing in June, has North Randall (Cleveland) run.

The House of Representatives in Kentucky

BROODMARE SIRES, 1939 


T is not usual for a living stallion to head the 

list of broodmare sires, though High Time did 
so in 1936, for the reason that by the time a 
stallion has enough daughters in stud to produce 
a sufficient number of winners to take him to 
such an eminence, a full equine generation must 
have reached the stud, a second generation must 
have raced. But in 1939 *Sir Gallahad III, foaled 
in 1920, achieved that honor, and became the

youngest stallion to lead the broodmare sire list 
since adequate figures are available. High Time 
achieved the position when he was one year older. 

The syndicate-owned *Sir Gallahad III, which 
heads Arthur B. Hancock’s Claiborne Stud, Paris, 
Ky., first appeared on the broodmare sire list in 
1937, when he was fifth. In 1938 he was third. 
In 1939 45 of his daughters produced 69 winners 
of 166 races and two dead heats and $406,180. 
The total, though larger than is usually necessary 
to lead the list, is not a record. In 1930 Celt led 
the list with $452,850 and Fair Play was second 
with $410,855. Leading the performers among 
the produce of *Sir Gallahad III’s daughters were 
the 3-year-old leaders Challedon and Johnstown, 
with several less important stakes winners to aid 
in running up the total. 

Second was High Time, the 1936 leader, with a 
total of $229,607. His principal stakes winners 
were the 3-year-old Eight Thirty and the 2-year- 
old filly Now What. Man o’ War, which was 
second in 1933, third in 1937, and among the first 
eight in six of the last seven years, was third 
with $219,977. A newcomer to the list was the 
South American Your Majesty, represented only 
by one mare, the dam of *Kayak II. Sir Martin, 
which has been somewhere among the leading 20 
for the last five years, was fifth. The grand 
broodmare sires Fair Play, Sweep, *Wrack, Friar 
Rock, and others are still among the leaders, but

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the number of their daughters is dropping 
rapidly now. 

Aside from *Sir Gallahad III and Man o’ War, 
the only living stallion among the first 20 is *Sun 
Briar, which was third on the list in 1934, chiefly 
through the achievements of Chance Sun, but 
had not otherwise appeared among the leaders. 

The increase in the number of broodmare sires 
and the number of producing mares which was 
noted last year continued through 1939. A tabu- 
lation of the statistics in these respects for the 
last five years follows:

TURF TOPICS 


By The Briton 


ONDON, January 22.—The stewards of the 

Jockey Club have made no announcement 
to enlighten a multitude of anxious owners and 
trainers as to the amount of flat racing that we 
may expect during the coming season. The only 
meetings that we can regard as “fixed” are those 
at Lincoln and Liverpool in the first week of 
April, but it is high time that some official pro- 
nouncement was made on the season’s prospects 
in general. The Jockey Club has circularized all 
race course executives, asking for information 
about the availability of tracks, and this informa- 
tion must be sent to Messrs. Weatherby not later 
than February 8. We may thus have to wait a 
further two or three weeks before we have a list 
of sanctioned fixtures for the spring and early 
summer months. 

In such a state of uncertainty, it is as surprising 
as it is gratifying to learn that the number of 
horses in training at the principal stables through- 
out the country is about 60 or 70 per cent of the 
customary muster. Most of the big owners are 
maintaining their establishments at normal 
strength—-it is the smaller men who do not feel 
justified in incurring training expenses until they 
know what chances they will have of seeing a re- 
turn. If the approved fixture list is as good as 
some optimists predict, many of these less wealthy 
owners will have their horses brought back into 
training. 

A few days ago I had an interesting chat with 
one who is closely associated with the famous 
Manton Stable, where Lord Astor’s horses and 
several of those owned by Sir Abe Bailey are 
under the charge of Joe Lawson. There are 51 
horses in training, compared with 70 a year ago, 
including 20 choicely bred 2-year-olds. Among 
the other animals, Lord Astor’s 4-year-old Quick 
Ray, by Hyperion out of Pennycomeqiuick, is re- 
garded as the most likely to develop into a Cup 
contender. He was slow to develop, and was not 
much more than an overgrown baby when he won 
the St. George Stakes of £1,577 over a mile and 
five furlongs at Liverpool last July. He made 
good progress subsequently and was thought to 
have some sort of chance for the abandoned St. 
Leger, but I believe that he will be all the better 
with another year over his head. 

Among the other senior horses at Manton, 
Bookseller, Meadow, Vergilius, Maranta, and Mr. 
Grundy can be expected to do well in middle- and 
long-distance handicaps, but they have not the 
class of Quick Ray. 

On last season’s form, the stable’s 3-year-old 
star is the filly of Golden Penny, a full sister to 
Quick Ray. In the Free Handicap she was rated 
the best of her sex, and the equal, at weight for 
sex, of the best colt, Tant Mieux. I had thought 
that Golden Penny was more than likely to im- 
prove Lord Astor’s good record in the fillies’ clas- 
sic races, but according to my informant, she has 
not done so well as her trainer hoped since going 
into winter quarters. It is no uncommon experi- 


ence, however, for young fillies to suffer a set 
back during a severe winter, and I hope that we 
Shall hear of Golden Penny thriving again when 
we have more genial weather conditions.

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We invariably look to Manton to provide us 
with a “dark un” for the Two Thousand and 
Derby, and although the stable has been mighty 
unlucky in the premier Epsom classic of late years 
they have usually provided a fancied candidate. 
The Manton policy, which I wish were more gen- 
erally followed, is to give young horses a fair 
chance to mature. The substantial sportsmen 
who are patrons of the stable do not seek the 
quick returns in valuable 2-year-old stakes if it 
means sacrificing the constitution of promising 
horses. As a consequence, we often find one or 
two colts of classic possibilities among the maiden 
3-year-olds in Lawson’s charge, and I believe that 
there is at least one which is regarded as a po- 
tential 1940 champion. This is the bay colt Sol- 
way Firth, a son of Fairway out of Solfatara, a 
young mare by Solario which was a useful per- 
former on the tracks. 


Solway Firth, bred by Major Courtauld, cost Sir 
Abe Bailey 5,700 guineas as a yearling at the 
Newmarket July Sales in 1938. The colt has car- 
ried silks only once, making no show in the val- 
uable Convivial Plate won by Felixstowe at the 
York August meeting. According to my infor- 
mation, however, he has satisfied Lawson that he 
is something out of the ordinary. He is engaged 
in the Two Thousand, Derby and St. Leger, and 
the pity is that we cannot contemplate with any 
assurance these races being run. If Solway Firth 
should prove to be the best of the year, it would 
be the crowning calamity of Sir Abe Bailey’s long 
quest of a Derby victory, if there were no Derby 
to be won! 

Of the 20 2-year-olds that have gone into train- 
ing at Manton, none is by a “sprinting” sire. 
There are two youngsters by unbeaten Bahram,

two by Brantome, and two by Hyperion.  Thoge 
by the last named sire are of particular interest. 
one being a colt, the highest-priced yearling last 
year, named The Derby Star, out of Sister Stella, 
and thus a full brother to the smart Stardust, ang 
the other, named Sun Lore, being out of Book 
Law. The produce of two St. Leger winners 
should be able to race. 

The knowledge that so few of the entries pos. 
sess what is termed a “touch of class” tends to 
complicate the issue of the Lincolnshire H: indicap 
though as previously inferred a fit and fancied 
Titan would intrigue me as a likely one to carry 
on the good work of Flamenco and Phakos from 
Jack Jarvis’ stable. A matter of interest which 
appears to have escaped the majority of writers 
on Turf affairs, is the prospect of each of the 
famous Anthony brothers—-Ivor, Owen and Jack 
—having a pop at landing the spring double, a 
feat that the Lewes trainer George Poole came so 
near to accomplishing slightly over a score of 
years ago, when Shaun Spadah took National 
honors after his stable-companion Sehnora had 
beaten all except the late Sol Joel’s Soranus in the 
Lincolnshire. Hopelessly lame for days before the 
race, and vetted and repeatedly poulticed until ten 
minutes prior to being declared a runner, the suc- 
cess of Soranus made upwards of £60,000 differ- 
ence to a colleague, the late Tommy Edge, pro- 
prietor of a number of sports journals, and a re- 
markably sound judge of the game. One double 
event wager which he booked was at the remark- 
able odds of £20,000 to £10. 


Ante-post wagering on the approaching events 
has proved varied, but by no means on the same 
colossal scale. Although the weights for the Na-

tions of The Professor II already have thrown in 
for a good stake. As far back as Christmas a 
commission was launched to win within the region 
of £12,000. The husband of the owner, Mrs. 
Strang, closely identified with the football pools, 
personally ratified wagers of 1,000 to 60 six times 
and expressing willingness to continue. A smart 
and consistent jumper, and successful in five of 
his nine races last year, The Professor II boasts 
yseful credentials. It is much in his favor that he 
is a Winner over the Liverpool country. All the 
same, I cannot regard the odds accepted as over- 
generous, and would prefer figuring as layer 
rather than backer. I have yet to be convinced 
that the stamina qualifications of The Professor 
Il are flawless. It will be interesting to note how 
the handicapper grades The Professor II and Am- 
prose Clarke’s The Uplifter, virtually one and the 
same horse on their running in the Champion 
Steeplechase last March. Between the two I 
greatly prefer The Uplifter which, I learn, is un- 
dergoing a typical Wroughton preparation. He is 
“whispered” in usually well inspired quarters, as 
likely to prove the best of Ivor Anthony’s con- 
tingent, which includes Royal Mail, frisky as ever 
despite a lengthy career which has been fully 
charged with exertion and success. Three years 
the junior of Royal Mail, and not raced until five 
years old, The Uplifter looks to have a big future. 
He may develop into a second Kellsboro’ Jack. 

The Uplifter’s performances indicate sure-foot- 
edness beyond the normal. Ambrose Clarke’s 
horse has visited Aintree twice and never looked 
like falling. Four months preceding his half- 
length defeat by The Professor II he had won the 
Molyneux ‘Chase by a most spectacular display of 
fluent and confident fencing. 

Reverting to the Lincolnshire, the lengthy spell 
of exceptionally cold weather is retarding work of 
a fast nature, but as the frost and snow appear 
to be general, northern and southern trainers ap- 
pear to be in the same boat, excepting perhaps, 
Jim Russell, who is taking full advantage of the 
sandy stretches at Mablethorpe. This clever South 
American trainer will, however, in my humble 
opinion, have to develop wizardry in his profession 
if he is to produce the platers Calf Love and 
Bannymede to emulate the deeds of Play On and 
Over Coat. 

Most dependable Lincoln information abroad 
just now concerns Southport and Boomps-a-Daisy, 
both insistent tips. Recently brought back into 
training following a spell in Lord Glanely’s pad- 
docks, Southport represents the ideal Lincoln type. 
Asa gelding he should come early to hand and his 
two victories in the initial days of his 3-year-old 
season support the notion that he is essentially a 
spring performer.
